Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  satisfactory  that  it  has  proved  possible  to  present  this — the 
thirteenth — Annual  Report  on  the  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children, 
three  months  earlier  than  in  1920.  The  staff  was  brought  back  to  its  original 
strength  during  the  year  and  the  work  was  fully  restored  to  its  pre-war  scope. 

On  page  9 will  be  found  a note  on  the  comparison  of  the  conditions 
found  amongst  children  before  the  war  with  those  of  the  past  five  years. 

The  proportion  of  children,  suffering  from  various  defects,  for  whom 
no  treatment  was  provided,  which  had  steadily  fallen  to  107%  in  1919  rose  to 
20%  in  1920.  The  conclusion  given  on  page  13  is  “ that  we  have  probably 
“ reached  the  limits  of  what  can  be  done  without  the  intervention  of  additional 
“measures.”  It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  it  will  not  be  long  before  the  Scheme 
for  the  Extension  of  Medical  Services  is  put  into  operation,  at  least  partially. 

Dental  Treatment  has  made  good  progress  and  the  opportunities  are 
greatly  appreciated. 

All  branches  of  work  have  been  carried  out  satisfactorily  by  doctors, 
dentists  and  nurses,  and  it  says  much  for  the  maimer  in  which  it  has  been  done 
that  so  little  friction  has  arisen  in  any  part  of  the  County ; this  is  especially 
notable  in  respect  of  the  work  of  the  nurses  in  examining  the  heads  of  the 
children  for  pediculosis.  It  would  be  most  surprising  if,  where  such  large 
numbers  of  persons  are  employed  and  the  susceptibilities  of  parents  so  closely 
affected,  no  trouble  at  all  arose ; indeed,  it  would  arouse  a feeling  that  the 
work  was  not  being  done  thoroughly.  On  the  other  hand,  I have  pleasure  in 
expressing  appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which  their  duties  are  carried  out  by 
all  concerned.

Co-ordination  with  Health  Services. 

It  is  probable  that  in  few  areas  is  the  work  of  School 
Medical  Inspection  more  closely  co-ordinated  with  the  other 
health  services  in  the  County.  The  School  Medical  Officer  is 
also  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health;  three  of  the  School 
Medical  Inspectors  conduct  the  work  in  areas  for  which  they  are 
Medical  Officers  of  Health;  and  all  the  Nurses — whole-time  and 
part-time — are  the  Health  Visitors  in  their  respective  areas. 

School  Hygiene. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  Medical  Inspection  full  reports  were 
made  on  the  sanitary  condition  of  schools  and  the  alterations 
effected  since  the  preceding1  visit.  During  the  war  much  work 
fell  into  arrears,  but  attention  is  now  given  to  each  school  as 
circumstances  allow.  Special  notes  were  made  by  the  Medical 
Inspectors  as  to  conditions  more  or  less  urgent  at  13  schools, 
and  reported  improvements  made  in  5 other  Schools.  The  Sur- 
veyor to  the  Education  Committee  informs  me  that  during  1920 
repairs,  colouring,  painting,  &c.,  were  carried  out  at  49  Council 
Schools  and  at  83  Voluntary  Schools:  improvements  in  sani- 
tary arrangements — drainage,  heating  apparatus,  ventilation,  &c., 
were  effected  at  10  Council  schools.  Owing  to  the  high  cost 
of  work  and  difficulty  in  obtaining  tenders,  work  at  a consider- 
able number  of  both  Council  and  Voluntary  Schools  had  to  be 
postponed. 

The  necessity  of  ensuring  that  the  condition  of  our  schools 
shall  be  made  as  completely  satisfactory  as  circumstances  will 
allow  is  fully  appreciated;  the  importance  lies  almost  more  from 
the  educational  aspect  of  having  everything  in  order  rather  than 
in  the  environmental  effect.  As  mentioned  in  my  last  Report 
children  spend  less  than  one-eighth  of  their  life  in  the  school 
buildings  and,  therefore,  important  as  it  is  that  they  shall  be 
satisfactorily  arranged,  the  nature  of  the  environment  during 
the  remaining  seven-eighths  of  the  child’s  school  life  exerts 
effect  for  seven  times  as  long  as  the  school  conditions. 

Medical  Inspection. 

Number  of  Children  Examined. 

The  number  of  children  examined  in  the  calendar  year  was 
19,562 — over  4,000  more  than  in  1919.  Three  small  certified 
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schools  (Adlestrop,  Nympsfield  and  Purton)  were  included  in 
this  round.  The  distribution  of  the  children  examined  during 
the  12th  round  of  the  schools  according  to  the  groups  to  which 
they  belonged  is  shown  in  Table  I.,  and  according  to  age  in

i.e.,  49.3  o/o  of  the  children  in  attendance  at  the  schools  came 
under  review  during  the  inspection. 

The  number  of  “ special  ” children  under  observation  in- 
creased from  8,068  (18.6  o/o  of  total  on  registers)  in  1919  to 
9,082  (21.1  o/o)  in  1920. 

Appliances. 

The  steel  yards  were  tested  as  usual  during  the  summer; 
the  greatest  error  was  4 oz.,  the  average  being’  2 oz.  The 
variation  was  reported  to  be  due  to  the  notches  being  burred 
at  the  sides,  allowing  no  lateral  play  for  the  suspending  nib. 
All  machines  were  balanced  to  zero. 

Schedule  of  Examination. 

The  form  of  record  used  is  practically  identical  with  that 
proposed  by  the  Board. 

Places  of  Inspection. 

In  448  of  the  total  461  departments  the  medical  examinations 
were  conducted  in  rooms  of  the  respective  schools:  in  6 cases 
a mission  room  was  used,  in  2 a chapel  vestry  and  in  the  re- 
maining o cases  a disused  school,  the  school  house,  head 
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master’s  room,  woodwork  room  and  a cloak  room.  At  5 very 
small  schools  the  children  not  due  for  inspection  were  sent  to 
the  playground  during-  the  examination  and  at  one  the  children 
were  dismissed  for  the  session. 

Findings  of  Medical  Inspection. 

The  general  results  of  the  inspections  during  the  12th  round 
are  summarised  in  Table  II.  at  the  end  of  this  Report  and  are 
given  in  greater  detail  in  Table  II  a. 

The  proportion  of  children  reported  to  have  no  defect  of 
sufficient  importance  for  special  note  to  be  made  has  varied 
from  year  to  year.  In  1920  it  was  a small  fraction  over  one- 
half,  the  average  being  47.0  %.  In  the  main  the  detailed 
records  are  comparable  to  those  of  previous  years  and  do  not 
call  for  much  special  comment.  The  average  heights  and 
weights  approximate  closely  to  the  means  of  previous  years  and 
the  ten  years’  average. 

Pediculosis. 

More  work  was  undertaken  by  the  nurses  during  1920  than 
in  any  previous  year.  The  children  in  attendance  at  230  de- 
partments were  examined  once  and  at  70  departments  on  two 
or  three  occasions.  As  a general  result,  of  32,705  children  ex- 
amined 4,627  or  14.1  % were  found  to  be  infected  with  pedi- 
culosis. The  work  entailed  by  these  inspections  Avas  as  follows:

A more  detailed  statement  is  given  in  Table  B at  the  end  of 
this  report. 

The  labour  involved  during  1920  was  somewhat  greater  than 
in  previous  years,  but  these  tables  instance  fairly  well  the 
amount  of  the  work  necessary  under  the  present  procedure  in 
dealing  with  this  very  elementary  condition.  These  examina- 
tions have  been  carried  on,  more  or  less  intensely,  for  twelve 
years  and  the  results  from  whatever  standpoint  they  are  viewed 
cannot  but  be  regarded  as  very  disappointing.  It  is  true  that 
there  is  evidence  of  a great  reduction  in  gross  injection — from 
about  20  o/0  in  the  first  four  years  of  medical  inspection  to  a mini- 
mum of  7.2  o/q  in  1920,  as  shown  by  the  returns  of  the  School 
Inspectors — but  the  closer  inspection  of  the  nurses  shows  that  the 
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proportion  of  children  affected  is  still  0110-half  what  it  was 
twelve  years  since.  The  results  would  have  appeared  Jess  bad 
had  we  not  concentrated  our  attention,  as  far  as  practicable,  on 
schools  known  to  be  bad;  but  that  .‘32  departments  should 
have  been  found  to  contain  over  30  °/o  of  children  infected  and 
13  of  them  with  over  40  o/0  infected  can  be  regarded  only  as 
very  discreditable  to  our  modern  civilization.  O11  the  other  hand, 
amongst  the  schools  examined  during  1920  no  infected  children 
were  reported  to  be  in  attendance  at  the  following  24  depart-

As  a general  result  of  our  experience  to  the  present  time  it 
may  be  stated  that — 

1.  Gross  injection  has  fallen  nearly  75  °/o. 

2.  The  proportion  of  children  infected  is  about  one-half 
what  it  was  10-12  years  ag-o.

3.  The  present  procedure  is  cumbrous,  slow  and  unsatis- 
factory. 

4.  The  time  has  arrived  when  simpler  and  more  satisfactory 
action  should  be  practicable.  The  simplest  course  would  be 
that  proposed  on  page  6 of  my  pamphlet  on  “ Pediculus 
Humanus  ” (June,  1918),  namely,  that  “it  shall  be  an  offence 
“ for  a parent  to  send  a child  to  school  in  an  infective  con- 
“ dition  (including  pediculosis)  after  notice  has  been  given  to 
“ the  parent  that  such  child  is  infectious.” 

I would  strongly  recommend  the  Committee  to  obtain  the 
necessary  powers. 


Comparison  of  Findings  in  ( A)  1908-15  and  iB)  1916-20. 

The  time  has  arrived  when  the  records  of  the  past  few 
years  may  be  usefully  compared  with  those  of  the  period  before 
the  war.  With  this  in  view  I have  grouped  the  figures  for  the 
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seven  years  to  July,  1915,  when  the  seventh  round  of  the 
schools  was  completed,  and  those  for  the  five  years  to  1920, 
summarising  a total  of  over  100,000  examinations. 


As  regards  average  heights  and  weights,  the  differences  in 
the  two  periods  are  very  slight,  but  over  the  age  of  nine  years 
the  weights  in  the  second  period  are  about  1 to  2 % below 
those  of  children  measured  in  the  earlier  period,  for  both  boys 
and  girls. 

Records  are  kept  each  year  of  the  numbers  of  children  with 
no  defects  noted,  under  the

normal.”  In  the 

earlier  period  the  proportions  of  normals  were  41.1  % for  boys 
and  41.9  o/0  for  girls  and  in  the  later  period  54.9  °/o  for  boys 
and  54.5  o/0  for  girls;  for  every  100  “ normal  ” children  in 
the  earlier  there  were  130  in  the  later  period.  As  regards 
“ nutrition  ” the  inspectors  make  a note  on  the  card  for  each 
child  as  to  the  general  impression  conveyed — whether  it  is 


above 


average, 


average,”  or  “ below 


average. 


There  is 


an  extraordinary  increase  in  the  later  period  of  the  proportion 
of  children  regarded  as  “above  average,”  namely,  292  in  the 
later,  compared  with  100  in  the  earlier  period.  In  each  period 
17.0  % of  the  children  leaving  school  were  regarded  as  being 
“ below  normal.” 


The  analysis  has  been  continued  to  see  what  differences 
there  were  in  the  proportions  of  children  affected  with  various 
defective  conditions.  Very  considerable  improvement  is  noted 
with  respect  to  such  general  conditions  as  anaemia,  rickets, 
defect  of  the  ears  (including  purulent  discharge  and  hearing) 
and  also  in  the  prevalence  of  pediculosis;  there  was  also  im- 
provement, but  to  a much  smaller  extent,  under  the  headings  of 
defective  vision  and  defective  teeth.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
figures  for  some  conditions  show  considerable  increases;  for  ex- 
ample, while  ringworm  and  impetigo  were  much  less,  scabies  was 
found  considerably  more  frequently.  Defects  of  the  nose  and 
throat  (enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids),  catarrh  of  the  lungs 
(the  increase  being  entirely  amongst  infants)  and  such  con- 
ditions as  hernia  and  goitre,  all  show  increases.*

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The  considerable  decrease  in  the  prevalence  of  pediculosis — 
almost  exactly  the  same  amongst  entrants  and  leavers — is  in 
very  great  measure  due  to  the  work  of  the  nurses;  the  great 
increase  in  scabies  is  one  of  the  direct  effects  of  the  war  on  the 
civil  population. 

On  the  whole  this  more  complete  analysis  bears  out  what 
has  been  said  in  my  previous  Reports  as  to  the  absence  of 
evidence  that  children  have  been  detrimental^  affected  during 
the  extraordinary  conditions  of  the  past  six  years.  On  the  other 
hand,  indeed,  in  some  respects  it  would  seem  that  their  condition 
was  better  as  exemplified  by  increases  of  30  o/0  in  the  propor- 
tion of  “ normal  ” children,  and  of  nearly  200  o/0  in  those  re- 
garded £<  above  average  ” nutrition,  as  well  as  in  regard  to  such 
conditions  as  rickets,  ansemia,  defective  hearing  and  disease  of 
the  ear,  and  also  certain  skin  affections.  The  increases  noted  re- 
quire further  investigation,  which  will  be  made  as  opportunity 
offers,  before  any  satisfactory  explanations  can  be  offered. 


Infectious  Diseases  and  Skin  Conditions. 

There  was  a great  increase  in  the  prevalence  of  infectious 
diseases  during  the  year,  especially  of  measles.  The  number 
of  children  reported  to  be  absent  for  short  periods  on  account 
of  this  complaint  was  3,176,  the  largest  in  any  year  with  the 
exception  of  1915  when  the  number  was  3,887.  There  were 
also  increases  in  the  numbers  affected  with  other  common  in- 
fectious diseases — scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
mumps — but  of  much  smaller  dimensions. 

Though  the  numbers  of  cases  were  so  large  the  number  of 
occasions  on  which  schools  were  closed  (158)  was  not  greatly 
increased  on  that  for  1919  (152);  that  the  difference  was  so 
small  was  due  to  the  fact  that  in  1919  88  closures  were 
occasioned  by  influenza  Avhich  was  prevalent  in  the  early  part 
of  that  year  and  only  12  in  1920.  The  most  common  cause  of 
closure  in  the  latter  year  was  measles  for  which  complaint  88 
schools  were  closed,  the  highest  number  in  airy  year  of  which 
I have  records — from  1910. 

Increase  in  the  numbers  of  children  affected  with  infectious 
skin  conditions — impetigo,  ringworm  and  scabies — is  also  ob- 
served, the  numbers  of  cases  of  impetigo  (570)  and  of  scabies 
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(233)  being-  the  highest  on  record.  These  cases  are  followed 
up  as  closely  as  possible  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the 
average  length  of  absence  Avas  reduced,  as  shewn  in  the  follow- 
ing statement:  —

Even  the  latter  periods — especially  for  impetigo  and  scabies- 
are  far  longer  than  they  should  be,  for  both  conditions  should 
be  readily  remediable  in  ordinary  cases  in  about  a week.  Thus, 
there  is  a very  o-reat.  avoidable  loss  of  attendance  which  could 
easily  be  reduced  very  considerably  by  the  proper  application 
of  appropriate  simple  remedies.  As  soon  as  the  scheme  for  the 
Extension  of  Medical  Services  is  put  into  operation,  District 
Nurses  will  carry  out  the  treatment  of  affected  children  at  the 
out-stations  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer,  and  un- 
necessary loss  of  grant  for  long  absences  will  be  avoided. 

Arrangements  for  Following-up  of  Children  with  defects. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  arrangements  which  have 
been  described  fully  in  previous  Reports.  Shortly  the  procedure 
is  as  follows:  — 

(a)  The  parents  are  advised  of  defects  verbally,  if  present  at 

the  inspection,  and  by  note. 

( b ) The  names  are  referred  to — 

(i.)  Children’s  Care  Committees,  formed  in  connection 
with  252  of  the  386  schools. 

(ii.)  School  Nurses — whole-time  County  Nurses  or  Dis- 
trict Nurses  of  whom  one  is  responsible  for  each 
school. 

(iii.)  Official  Correspondents.  Arrangements  are  made  to 
avoid  overlapping  by  mutual  co-ordination  between 
the  above  persons  as  to  the  work  which  can  be  done 
most  usefully  by  each. 

(c)  Reports  are  made  to  the  School  Medical  Officer  about  3 

months  after  the  inspection  and  on  these  special  at- 
tention is  given  to  particular  cases.  Thus  between 
300  and  400  special  letters  were  sent  to  parents

who  had  not  obtained  treatment  advised.  In  ad- 
dition considerable  attention  is  given  to  a few  indi- 
vidual cases  apparently  requiring  special  treatment. 

( d ) At  the  time  of  the  subsequent  inspections  all  children 
for  whom  special  cards  are  provided  are  re-examined 
periodically  as  long  as  they  remain  in  attendance  at 
school . 

The  results— though  uneven,  especially  as  regards  voluntary 
work — arc  encouraging,  if  not  so  completely  satisfactory  as  organised 
official  arrangements  might  make  them  : thus  three  months  after  in- 
spections the  reports  with  respect  to  1,983  children  showed  that 
60  o/o  had  received  treatment  which  was  satisfactory  in  76  o/o  of 
cases  and  partially  satisfactory  in  another  20  %.  In  some  parts 
of  the  County  the  trouble  that  is  taken  by  Care  Committees  can- 
not be  too  highly  appreciated,  and  it  would  be  unfortunate  if 
their  services  in  the  interest  of  the  children  were  lost;  but  the 
present  lack  of  special  opportunities  for  the  treatment  of  the 
children  in  the  County  generally  is  discouraging  to  them,  though 
it  is  hoped  that  the  facilities  for  treatment  of  school  children  to 
be  provided  in  connection  with  the  scheme  for  the  Extension  of 
Medical  Services  will  be  developed  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

The  School  Medical  Inspectors  re-examined  and  reported 
on  4,809  children,  the  largest  number  in  any  year,  and  nearly 
600  more  than  in  1919.  The  proportion  of  cases  untreated  which 
had  fallen  toi  a (minimum  of  10.7  °/o  in  1918-19  rose  this  year 
to  20.3  %,  the  highest  figure  since  1914-15  (21.3%).  The 
treatment  of  3,022  children  was  reported  to  have  resulted  in 
cure  or  improvement,  i.e.,  in  62.7  o/0  of  cases  useful  action  was 
taken,  but  this  is  the  lowest  figure  since  1912-13  when  it  was 
62.1  %;  in  1915-16  it  was  as  high  as  70.4  %.  It  would  seem 
that — as  mentioned  in  previous  Reports — we  have  probably 
“ reached  the  limits  of  what  can  be  done  without  the  interven- 
“ tion  of  additional  measures,  that  the  results  are  so  far  satis- 
“ factory  is  probably  in  considerable  measure  due  to  the  practical 
“ assistance  of  Children’s  Care  Committees  in  various  parts  of 
“ the  County,  and  it  will  certainly  be  a satisfaction  to  them 
“ when  the  scheme  of  treatment  propounded  by  the  Education 
“ Committee  in  1919  for  the  treatment  of  children  is  put  into 
“operation.”  Details  with  respect  to  1920  will  be  found  in 
Table  IV.  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 
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Scheme  of  Treatment. 

It  was  mentioned  in  my  last  Report  that  the  scheme  for  the 
Extension  of  Medical  Services  under  which  provision  is  made 
for  the  treatment  of  school  children,  was  sent  to  the  Board  of 
Education  on  28th  January,  1919,  and  that  the  sanction  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  one  year  was  received  on  15th  April, 
1920.  After  the  sanction  was  received,  steps  were  taken  to 
arrange  the  innumerable  details  necessarily  to  be  settled — sites, 
accommodation  (temporary  and  permanent),  meetings  of  doctors 
in  different  parts  of  the  County,  &c. — and,  finally,  it  was  poss- 
ible shortly  before  Christmas,  1920,  to  send  detailed  working- 
arrangements  to  the  Ministry  including  information  as  to  the 
Medical  Advisory  Committee,  the  personnel  (consultants,  medi- 
cal officers  and  subsidiary  staff)  provisional  scheme  of  working 
(approved  by  meetings  of  the  medical  officers),  provisional 
arrangements  for  30  out-stations,  equipment  and  supply  of 
drugs,  ct'c.,  and  pathological  arrangements.  No  reply  lias  been 
received  up  to  date  (8th  February),  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  may 
be  possible  to  commence  treatment  at  an  early  date.* 

In  a letter  received  after  an  inspection  by  Dr.  Langdon,  the 
Board  suggested  that  an  additional  whole-time  Medical  Inspector 
and  the  equivalent  of  eight  whole-time  additional  Nurses  should 
be  appointed;  in  their  reply,  the  Committee  urged  that  the 
opportunities  given  by  the  scheme  for  the  Extension  of  Medical 
Services  for  close  observation  of  the  children  were  greater  than 
would  be  practicable  under  any  other  arrangement,  and  that, 
therefore,  such  additional  appointments  were  unnecessary.  As 
soon  as  the  approval  of  the  detailed  working  arrangements  is 
received,  these  opportunities  will  be  provided  at  about  twelve 
centres  immediately  and  at  a further  eighteen  within  a short 
time . 

Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment. 

During  1920  inspection  and  treatment  of  7,893  children  aged 
6-10  years  were  completed  by  the  two  School  Dentists  at  201 
departments,  with  20,077  children  on  the  registers.  Of  the 
children  examined,  4,657  (59.0  <y0)  required  treatment  which 
was  accepted  by  the  parents  for,  and  given  by  the  School  Den- 
tists to,  2,849  children  (61.1  o/0  of  those  requiring  it).  Con-

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sidering  the  four  age  groups  separately,  the  following  table

In  Table  D at  the  end  of  the  Report  will  be  found  a con- 
densed summary  of  the  dental  work  done  from  the  commence- 
ment. The  proportion  of  consents  to  treatment  was  not  quite 
so  high  as  in  1919,  but  the  parents  of  approximately  two-thirds 
of  the  children  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  of  giving 
benefit  to  their  children. 

Further  details  of  the  work  will  be  found  in  Tables  E and 
F.  An  analysis  of  these  shows  that  while  the  bulk  of  the 
treatment  for  the  temporary  teeth  is  extraction,  only  6 o/0  of 
permanent  teeth  are  removed  and  91  °/o  are  given  conservative 
treatment  (filling,  &c.) 

In  getting  about  the  long  distances  incurred  in  covering  a 
County  area,  much  time  is  absorbed  in  travelling.  As  regards 
the  time  spent  in  the  schools  58  % is  given  to  treatment  and 
42  o/o  to  inspection:  the  average  number  of  children  inspected 
per  hour  was  21,  and  of  treatments  per  hour  5.5.  When  general 
anaesthesia  is  required  as  e.(/.,  in  the  extraction  of  some  per- 
manent teeth,  the  difficulties  of  distance  are  again  accentuated. 
The  arrangement  that  seems  best  adapted  to  the  circumstances 
in  this  County  at  the  present  time  is  grouping*  of  a number 
of  such  cases  for  treatment  on  days  when  both  dentists  can 
work  together,  giving  gas  for  each  other.  The  time  of  the 
dentists  occupied  in  this  manner  during  1920  was  18  days, 
during  which  116  children  were  treated  at  67  schools.  While 
this  is  the  best  practical  arrangement  under  present  conditions, 
it  is  costly  of  the  dentists’  time,  and  it  is  hoped  that  as  many 
“ out-stations  ” as  possible  will  be  opened  at  the  earliest  prac- 
ticable date  where  all  dental  treatment  may  be  given. 

Much  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  possibility  of 
increasing  the  effective  time  of  the  dentists  in  other  ways  and 
two  alterations  are  in  mind.  The  first  is  that  in  small  schools 
the  children  shall  be  treated  at  the  inspection  visit,  the  parents 
of  children  due  for  examination  being  informed  that  treatment 
will  be  given,  if  required,  unless  they  definitely  say  they  do 
not  desire  it.  The  second  proposal  is  that  effect  shall  be  given 
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to  the  suggestion  made  in  my  last  Report,  namely,  to  appoint 
senior  dental  students,  of  Bristol  University,  as  dental  dressers; 
this  matter  lias  had  very  careful  consideration  during  the  year 
and  has  been  approved  both  by  the  Education  Committee  and 
the  University.  The  decision  of  the  General  Medical  Council 
is  now  awaited.  If  and  when  this  is  received  the  suggestion 
is  that  one  dental  student  shall  work  with  each  of  the  two  school 
dentists:  should  the  rate  of  work  be  doubled  b}r  this  arrange- 
ment, it  will  be  just  possible  to  complete  the  round  of  the 
schools  (taking  children  aged  6-10  years)  in  12  months,  but 
if  the  proportion  of  consents  increases,  the  time  taken  in  com- 
pleting- the  round  will  be  greater. 

Physical  Training. 

From  the  commencement  of  School  Medical  Inspection, 
physical  exercises  and  drill  have  come  under  review  as  oppor- 
tunity offers;  when  the  Inspectors  have  been  able  to  see  the 
children  at  this  work,  they  make  notes  for  my  information. 
During  1920  they  watched  the  exercises  at  57  schools  and  were 
particularly  impressed  with  their  performance  at  23  schools 
but  less  favourably  at  the  remaining  34  schools.  At  some 
schools  in  addition  to  the  routine  exercises,  country  dancing 
is  taught,  and  at  one  school  it  is  noted  that  organised  games 
were  played  for  one  hour  a week. 

The  following  note  was  made  in  my  Annual  Report  for 
1919:  — 

“The  benefit  to  be  derived  from  these  exercises  depends  in  very  great 
“degree  on  their  following  appropriate  lines,  and  it  can  scarcely  be  expected 
“that  teachers  who  have  to  give  up  so  much  of  their  time  to  other  subjects  can 
“ all  acquire  the  technique  of  physical  exercises  thoroughly.  In  some  education 
“ areas,  instructors  of  physical  exercises  have  been  appointed  and,  in  view  of  the 
“great  benefit  which  children  can  derive  from  these  exercises,  I would 
“ suggest  the  desirability  of  the  appointment  of  one  or  more  instructors  being 
“ considered.’’ 

This  suggestion  was  viewed  favourably  by  the  Sub-Com- 
mittee but,  in  view  of  the  necessity  of  incurring  only  absolutely 
essential  expense,  no  recommendation  was  made  that  an  in- 
structor should  be  appointed  at  the  present  time. 

Provision  of  Meals. 

The  Secretary  for  Education  informs  me  that  no  meals  have 
been  provided  under  the  Provision  of  Meals  Act,  but  a canteen 
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was  opened  at  Ruardean  Hill  Council  School.  The  following- 
notes  are  extracted  from  the  report  of  the  Head  Teacher  who, 
with  his  assistants,  carried  out  all  the  work:  — 

From  January  28th  to  March  31st,  3,334  dinners  have  been  provided.  The 
largest  number  in  one  day  being  122,  and  the  least  32,  both  of  which  were 
exceptional  days  ; the  former  was  Shrove  Tuesday,  when  pancakes  were  pro- 
vided ; anti  the  latter  was  on  March  15th,  when  we  had  a deep  snow.  The 
average  number  of  meals  supplied  being  725. 

Everything  has  worked  satisfactorily  from  start  to  finish.  The  only  draw- 
back being  the  difficulty  over  two  small  stoves,  which  cause  far  more  work  and 
scheming  than  if  one  large  one  had  been  possible,  and  less  economical  as 
regards  fuel. 

The  price  of  each  dinner  has  been  3d.,  and  weekly  tickets  at  1/3  have  been 
freely  bought. 

The  following  Menus  for  a fortnight  will  show  the  kind  cf  meals 
supplied : —

Tuesday:  Shepherd’s  Pie,  Currant  Roll.  Wednesday:  Stew,  Jam  Puffs. 
Thursday:  Lentil  Soup,  Rice  Puddings.  Friday:  Stew,  Treacle  Tart  and 
Bread  Pudding. 

Week  endinij  February  loth,  10:20 Monday : Potato  and  Cheese,  Cur- 
rant Rolls.  Tuesday : Soup,  Bread  Pudding.  Wednesday : Shepherd's  Pie, 
Jam  Roll.  Thursday:  Soup,  Treacle  Puffs.  Friday:  Stew,  Rice  Pudding. 

The  Canteen  has  been  visited  by  County  Councillors,  Local  Managers  and 
many  Parents. 

Since  the  above  was  written,  Mrs.  High,  Mrs.  O’Nvons  and  I,  think,  in 
future,  we  must  charge  4d.  per  meal  instead  of  3d.,  owing  to  prices  being- 
raised.

Co-operation  of  Parents. 

The  parents  of  all  children  due  for  inspection  by  the  School 
Doctors  and  Dentists  are  invited  to  attend  at  the  time  of  the 
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examination  of  their  children.  So  far  as  attendance  at  the 
times  of  medical  inspection  is  concerned  only  about  one  quarter 
of  the  parents  take  advantage  of  the  invitation,  the  actual  per- 
centages in  the  past  five  years  being  21,  26,  23,  23  and  25  respec- 
tively. Records  have  not  been  kept  of  the  attendance  of  parents 
at  the  times  of  the  dentists’  visits,  but  from  the  reports  of  the 
dentists,  while  the  inspections  do  not  greatly  attract  them,  the 
parents  most  commonly  attend  when  their  respective  children 
are  being  treated  and  are  grateful  for  the  advice  and  treatment 
given.  Generally  speaking,  this  fairly  represents  the  attitude 
of  parents  towards  our  work — they  are  tolerant  of  inspection, 
dislike  attention  being  directed  to  such  conditions  as  pediculosis, 
and  are  grateful  for  amelioration  of  defective  conditions. 

Co-operation  of  Teachers,  School  Attendance  Officers 
and  Voluntary  Agencies. 

There  is  little  to  be  added  to  what  has  been  said  in  previous 
Reports.  Without  their  active  assistance  the  work  of  the  doctors, 
dentists  and  nurses  would  be  attended  with  much  greater  diffi- 
cultv  than  it  is:  this  is  by  no  means  slight  as  the  conditions 
of  work  in  many  of  the  schools  are  very  far  from  ideal  though 
the  teachers  endeavour  to  make  them  as  comfortable  as  possible. 
All  the  staff  speak  appreciatively  of  the  kind  assistance  given 
by  most  of  the  teachers  in  the  County  and  of  their  anxiety  to 
carry  out  suggestions  made  in  the  interest  of  various  children. 

v/  o o 

School  Attendance  Officers  refer  children,  absent  on  plea  of 
ill-health,  for  examination,  and  arrange  for  the  attendance  of 
excluded  children  for  inspection  by  nurses. 

Of  Voluntary  Agencies,  Children’s  Care  Committees  are  most 
helpful — as  already  mentioned — in  encouraging  parents  to  give 
attention  to  conditions  requiring  care  or  amelioration  : in 
specially  difficult  cases  where  strong  measures  seemed  necessary  in 
the  interest  of  the  children,  the  National  Society  for  the  Pre- 
vention of  Cruelty  to  Children  readily  gave  assistance  and  se- 
cured improvement  in  the  circumstances. 

Blind,  Deaf,  Defective  and  Epileptic  Children. 

The  numbers  of  the  special  children  known  are  given  in 
Table  III.  at  the  end  of  the  Report.  As  regards  mentally  de- 
fective children  a more  detailed  summary  will  be  found  in  the

Of  the  64  cases,  21  are  now  in  Institutions,  31  are  under  care  at  home, 
11  are  dead  and  1 has  left  the  County. 
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Secondary  Schools. 

Provision  lias  been  made  for  the  medical  inspection  of  en- 
trants and  children,  aged  12  to  10,  in  secondary  schools.  For 
this  purpose  Dr.  Sarah  Wilson,  formerly  giving  half-time  to 
the  service  of  the  Committee,  has  been  appointed  a whole-time 
officer  and  the  examination  of  the  children  will  be  shared  by 
her  and  Dr.  Blake,  girls  being  seen  by  the  former  and  boys 
by  the  latter.  Owing  to  delay  in  the  delivery  of  the  cards, 
weighing  machines  and  measuring  standards,  actual  inspection 
was  not  commenced  until  1921.
